Paris, March 4— The French 


minister of marine announced this 
morning that there were approx- 
imately 4,000 men aboard the ill- 
fated ship, Provence when it was 
sunk February 26 in the Mediter- 
ranean. 


Of this number only 870, ac- 


cording to latest reports 
were 


saved. The loss is thus placed at 
about 3,130, making-it the great- 
est marine disaster in history. 
Among the lost were several com- 
panies of the finest troops in the 
Ij'rcnch army.

Why Kitchin Opposes President's Plan 


One of the interesting "exhibits'' in the pending "anti-preparedness" fight in congress is the dia- 


gram hanging in the oftice of the chairnum oi the vajs and means committee of the house of represen- 
tatives. It may be said to .sum up Congressman Kitchin's fundamental opposition to any increase in 
the army and navy budgets at this time. He takes the position that the United States is now paying an 
excessive proportion of its annual income aor -war "past and to conic." 


"Both relatively and absolutely the pioposed increases in our navy and army budgets arc enor- 


mous," says Congressman Kitchin. 


"At the expiration of the five-year period for the piogram this country will then be expending on 


its navy and arim more than any nation in the world in times of peace ever expended on its *rmy ami 
navy: inore than England, with her mnalism, more than Uussia or Germany, with her huge militarism. 
At the beginning ot the European war Germain was expending for past wars and preparations for w»rs 
(on it* army and navy) 55 per cent of the total amount of revenues collected, Japan 45 per cent, Great 
Britain 37 per cent, the I'nited Stales over '60 per cent. With the proposed military and naval program 
enacted into law the United States will lie expending over 70 per cent of its total revenues— that is out 
of every $100 collected from the people o\cr $70 will go into militarism and navalism, including $22 for 
pensions, lining less than $40 for all other functions of our government and for all other benefits of 
the people" -
